The ‘abolitibery of | slavery in the 
United States of America was more 
an act of policy, a: strategic act of 
war, in fact, than it was an act of jus- 
tice.

approved themselves equally fitted to 
be free men, as have the recent: slave 
population of /the South. : Although’ 


only about four years free, we see’ 


them sitting side by side with their 
former owners on juries, white men 
are tried by mixed juries, coloured 
lawyers plead at the bar; while white |\ 
and.coloured officers maintain order. 
All this is done and, yet Justice is not 
overwhelmed. -But it is not.alone in. 
the jndicial branches that they have 
taken their position alongside of their 
white fellow-citizeus. In several in- 
stances they have been selected ‘to 
represent the Great Republic at for- 
eign courts, while’ they are to be found

North-west Coast, upon the melancholy occa- 
sion of the death of the late Governor. The 
papers do credit to the Chief Commissioner, 
and contain much interesting matter. We 
can only find room inthe present issue for the 
following extracts from the Report :— 


4‘It is -a matter -of congratulation that the 
settlement of the murderous quarrel carried on 
during the past twelve months between the 
Naas and Chimpsean Tribes, which was the 
main object of our lamented Governor's visit 
to this part of the Colony, has been so fully 
and satisfactorily accomplished. 

‘From information obtained from Mr.Duncan, 
Mr. Tomligson, and Mr. Cunningham of Fort 
Simpson, as well as from Indians. of the con- 
tending tribes, I am satisfied that the killing 
of the Naas Indian in which this bloody dis- 
pute originated was purely accidental. A Naas 
Indian, formerly resident at Metlakatlah, gave 
a feast (on the occasion of liis marringe to a 
Chief's daughter) to members of both the Naas 
and Chimpsean Tribes; who up to that time 
had been living on the most friendly terms. 
For this feast 4 supply of rum-was purchased 
from the Schooner Nanaimo Packet, and dur- 
ing the drunken orgies which ensued a Chimp- 
sean Chief, by:the accidental dischargd of a 
pistol, killed one of the Naas people, 

“We were fortunante enough to detect this 
schooner, after:a twelve months’ immunity, in 
the-act of again dispensing liquor to the same 
Indians amongst whom the quarrel between 
these tribes originated, and almost at the very 
place where it arose. Her seizure and con- 
demuation (after due enquiry) had a very sa- 
lutary effect in showing te tle tribes of 
that neighbourhood that Government are able 
and determined to punish offenders against the 
‘law, whether white people or Indians. 

“In the fight which followed tke accidental 
killing of the Naas Indian, two Chimpsean 
Chiefs were killed ; and, in accordance with 
the savage requirement of Indian law, the 
loss of these Chiefs had to be compensated by 
the slaughter of an eqtivalent in number and 
rank of the opposite tribe. Thus, murder 
followed murder in continual succession, with 
no prospects of complete satisfaction on either 
side. There was no real ground for the hgs- 
tility of these tribes towards each other ; they 
were an the contrary, anxious to be at peace, 
so a3 to avail themselves of the spring fishery 
in the Naas River, which affords the main 
source of subsistence to all the Indians ot this 
neighbourhood. . Without the interposition of 
some powerful peace-maker, however, recon- 
ciliation was impracticable; and this quarrel 
might have lasted for years, with éver in- 
creasing waste of blood, but for the interven- 
tion which ensured its-complete cessation. 

“The mode by which these warring tribes 
were brought to relinquish their feud, and 
bound over to live in future according to 
English law, appears in happy contrast to the 
manner in which, by bombardment and burt- 
ing of Indian ‘villages, canoes, &c., the au- 
thority of:Gorernment has on some former 
occasions been enforced with, perhaps, un- 
necessary infliction /of loss of life and im- 
poverishment, and even, in some cases de- 
struction of entire tribes. It may confidently

so far off any travelled line of communication. 
It is impossible to exercise any supervision or 
ecntrol over either Indians or White people at 
such remote posts ; quarrels arise, the real 
origin of which it is often impossible to ascer- 
tain, and Government is called upon to punish 
the Indians, without its being proved that 
they are more blamable than their accusers. 

‘+ It is obvious from the beneficial results 
of the late cruise of the Sparrowhawk, how 
desirable it is that a Ship of War should pe- 
riodically visit the various settlements, Mis- 
sion Stations, and Indian Villages along the 
Coast. By such means only, can any mea- 
sure of protection be given to the scattered 
Settlers and Missionaries, and the wild tribes 
amongst whom they are located be kept undet 
any control; and by blows such as that in- 
flicted. in the confiscttion of the--Nanaimo 
Packet, the sale of liquor to Indians, the cause 
of‘hearly all Indian outrages towards white 
people, as well as among themselves, will be 
rendered so hazardous a business that the 
trade must soon be extinguished in that part 
of the Colony. . 

-‘ Some duly authorized Agent of the Colo- 
hial Government shoald, however, be sent in 
cases.on board of ships engaged in such mis- 
sions, to share, if not to bear wholly, the re- 
sponsibility of any extraordinary proceedings 
that events may necessitate ; for Officers in 
command of Her Majesty’s Ships, although 
holding Commissions as Justices of the Peace, 
may reaspbrably be supposed to be disinclined 
to take decisive action in police matters which 
can hardly be considered within their proper 
jurisdiction, and which may involve questions 
of material importance and great pecuniary 
interest to the Colony.”
